jAPANESE POLICY KEPT SECRET. 


{Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, March 25, 3 a. m.—A Japanese 
#quadron under command of Admiral Tsu- 
shima sailed on Saturday for the Corean 
coast. 

The Minister of War, General Katsoura, 
hascalied the commanders of all the Japanese 
forts to assemble at Tokio at once for a 

gouncl of war to consider the question of 
home defense. 
“In Yokohama the general opinion is that 
the situation is critical. The anti-Russian 
feéling is intense and the probability of war 
is freely discussed. Prices on the Bourse. 
have fallen in consequence of the war ru- 
mors. 
#The Japanese Cabinet has given no indica- 
tion Of the policy it will purste. The min- 

istry is apparently waiting for definite in- 
formation as to the exact terms of the 
treaty between China and Russia over the 
Province of Manchuria. 

The Times correspondent at Tokio takes a 
less sensational view of the situation. He 
‘@eclares that the relations between Japan 
and Russia are normal and asserts that the 
rumor of a naval demonstration off the 
Corean coast is groundless. 


: Await Terms of Treaty. 
The Russo-Chinese treaty, it is expected, 
will be signed at Sf. Petersburg tomorrow. 
Its provisiong.still remain a secret, although 
for séveral days ‘it *has«been reported.that

“itis understood that the Russian govern- 


mént has congented to the following modifica- 
tions in fhe Manchurian cunvention: 
“Firstt—That Kinchow and Port Arthur 
shall not be annexed, but shall be leased 
from the Chinese government as heretofore. 
“Second—That Russia will not insist upon 
there being a Russian résident at Moukden. 
“Thitd—The Chinese army will be permit- 
ted to maintain order in Manchuria prior to 
the Completion of the Manchurian railway, 
Which, while in course of construction, will 
Hecessarily require the protection of Rus- 
Sian troops. 
*Fourth—That Russia will forego her de- 
Mand that mining and railway <oncessions in 
+ Motgolia, Turkestan, and Kashgaria shail 
be granted to none but Russian subjects. 
Missia stipulates, however, that none but 
Chinese and Russians shall be allowed to 
_ Undertake such enterprises. 


_ Russia Wants Early Signature. 

“In consequence of these concessions the 
Russian government insists upon the early 
Mgnature of the convention. The Chinese

MYSTERY MAZE 
ON LAKE SHORE. 


Shots and Sereams and Pict- 
ure Telling of Suicide 
Agitate Residents of 

the Drive. | 


WOMAN FIGURES IN CASE. 


Wore “ Rich Jewels” and Quar- 
reled with a Man in Eve- 
ning Dress, a Watch- 
man Says. 


DRAG IN.VAIN FOR BODY. 


That part of the Lake shore drive north of 
Chicago avenue was the theater of a number 
of exciting and mysterious happenings early 
yesterday morning, ranging from a violent 
quarrel between a well-dressed man and a 
woman said to wear “a low-cut gown and 
a lot of jewels,’ to pistol shooting and a 
visit from a patrol wagon load of police. 

When datslight came an earnest seeker 
after information could gather three or four 
murder stories full of harrowing details and 
incidents of the most dramatic flavor. 

These yarns varied from a plain murder of 
a beautiful woman, with the corpse thrown 
into the lake, to the killing of another beau- 
tiful woman in the back yard or on the lawn 
of a mansion and the escape of the murderer 
on a horse stolen from a millionaire’s stable, 
the fleeing murderer being pursued by any- 
where from one to three patrol wagon.loads 
of police. The murderer's stolen steed car- 
ried him to safety and friends of the mur- 
dered woman secretly carried her body 
away. 

Any number of people heard the woman's 
screams, while shots were heard at periods 
ranging from 11 p. m. to 5a. m. 


Tells of Intended Suicide. 

The only clew which tends to show that 
something tragic may have happened was a 
photograph picked up on the shore of the 
lake bearing this inscription on the back: 


Edward Johnson, McCoy's Hotel: 
You will find my body in the lake. 


E. J. 


The photograph was taken at Minonk, II. 
An Ernest Johnson one lived there and came 
to Chicago a few years ago. The photo- 
graph is not a likeness of him, according to 
Dr. E. J. Dennis of 942 California avenue, 
who is a friend and acquaintance. At Mc- 
Coy’s Hotel no one recognized the photo- 
graph as that of a guest, although some of 
the employés thought it resembled a man 
seen around the office, 

The police dragged the lake along the shore 
where the photograph was discovered, but 
found no body. They think the photograph 
was left there for a hoax. 


Watchman Identifies Picture. 

The one witness to the quarrel between the 
man and woman—Watchman Johnson, em- 
ployed at the Raymond Building at Walton 
place and the Lake Shore drive—last night 
declared the photograph to be that of the 
man who was quarreling with his fair com- 
panion. 

That's the man,” he saff. cannot be 
mistaken. Two drops of water could not be 
more alike. That's the man. I know it.” 


Quarrel in the Dark. 

Watchman Johnson had just returned to his 
shanty on the edge of the sidewalk shortly 
before 5 a. m., when he heard voices of a 
man and woman who were approaching from 
the west on Walton place. Johnson at that 
time could not distinguish the faces of the 
couple in the darkness. 

** You shall not; you shall not!”’ he heard the 
woman exclaim. “ Never, never, never!’’ 

Johnson, believing that a robbery was being 
committed, stepped to the sidewalk. 

‘Here, what are you there?’’ he de- 
manded. 


Struggle Under ash Light. 

No attention was paid to his question. The 
woman seized her cémpanfon by the arm, 
as if wrestling with him,’and the two 
brushed by the watchman and emerged on 
the drive. Johnson followed them. Here 
the pair stopped under the electric light, and 
the watchman took the following inventory 
of theirattire: The man wore a éjlk hat, an 
overcoat, and evening dress. The woman 
had on a sealskin coat, which was unbut- 
toned, disclosing a white waist, “ cut low, 
and sparkling with jewels."’ 

“ This won't do,’’ Watchman Johnson ex- 
claimed as the man and woman began 
struggling’ together again. ‘* What do you 
mean ?’’ 

“It's all right, my good fellow,” replied 
the man, pulling away from the woman. 
“This woman wants to drown herself in the 
lake and I’m trying to prevent Rer, that’s 
all. She's crazy with jealousy——” 

“Never! never!"” the woman screamed, 
seizing the man by the arm and fairly drag- 
ging him along the sidewalk south toward 
Chestnut street. 


Hears Three Pistol Shots. 

Watchman Johnson watched the couple 
fighting and arguing with each other des- 
perately until they had nearly reached 
Chestnut street, when he ran back to his 
shanty, in which is a telephone, and called 
up the East Chicago Avenue Police Station. 
While he was talking with the desk sergeant 
Johnson heard three reports of a revolver, 
the sound coming from the south. 

“I ran out to see what had happened,” 
said Johnson last night, “‘ for I believed that 


either the man or the woman had shot the | 


other. It was so foggy that I had to go some 
distance south before I could see the man 
and woman again. When I did see them they 
were walking north across‘the open lots. 
The woman was creaming ‘ Never!’ all the 
time, and as near as I could judge she was 
fighting with the man. 

‘“T started to go to them, but the mud 
came over my shoe tops and I went back to 
the boulevard." 

Johnson watched the couple continue north- 
ward until they had passed Oak street, and 
then turn west and cross the Lake Shore 
drive, disappearing from his sight. A few 
moments later he heard the patrol wagon 
from the East Chicago Avenue Police Sta- 
tion, and looking south saw it rapidly moy- 
ing east in Chestnut street toward the lake. 
He watched the wagon until it reached the 
shore, and then saw it turn aroung and im- 
mediately begin its journey back to the sta- 


tion.

WORS OF THE PEDDLERS. 


JEWISH MERCHANTS HOLD AN IN- 
DIGNATION MEETING. 


Declare Twelve of Their Race Are As- 
saulted Every Day in Chicago and 
Police Give Them No Protection — 
Patrolman Star No. 1,368 Is Accused 
of Refusing Aid to Man Attacked— 
Band Together for Mutual Protec- 
tion Against Thugs. 


Twelve men assaulted in Chicago each day 
for no other reason than that they are Jews, 
with the average of one @eath a year grow- 
ing out of these assaults, were figures pre- 
sented yesterday at an indignation meeting 
of Jewish peddlers. The meeting, which was 
held in Rochester Hall, West Thirteen and 
Jefferson streets, was addressed by Clarence 
Darrow, Miss Jane Addams, and others. 

The police, declared the Jewish speakers, 
make little effort to protect members of their 
race from the attacks of hoodlums. In sevy- 
eral instances, it was, said, the police had 
looked on when such attacks were being 
made and had failed to interfere. 

A patrolman wearing star No. 1,368 was ac- 
cused of even approving an assault on a ped- 
dler. It was declared that charges would be 
filed against the man with the Police Trial 
board. 

After half a dozen speakers had spoken in 
protest: the Chicago Protective league was 


‘organized to demand that the police protect 


the Jews. A committee consisting of H. Gold- 
berg, Jacob Grossburg, M. M. Levinson, and 
Henry Weissenbach was appointed to perfect 
the organization and arrange for a down- 


town mass-meeting next week for the purpose | 


of arousing public interest in the movement. 
Both Mayor Harrison and Judge Hanecy will 
be invited to address this meeting. 


Peddlers Fear for Their Lives. 


One hundred Jewish peddlers attended the 
meeting. All complained of abuse by hood- 
lums while in the pursuit of their business. 

‘It is seldom that a Jewish peddler leaves 
home in the morning to go out into the 
streets to sell his wares but that his family 
wonders if he will come back alive,’ said 
Henry Weissenbach. 

“We are not asking for legislation or 
special favor. All we want is justice and 
the protection which the law guarantees. 
We are seeking nothing but that to which 
we are entitled.”’ 

He told of two cases of persecution which 
had been recently called to his notice. He 
said that several days ago a Jew employed 
in a West Side cutlery factory was attacked 
by his fellow-workmen and so severely 
burned on the shoulder with a redhot iron 
that he is at present confined in the County 
Hospital. 

On Saturday a rag peddler was called into 
a barn near Thirty-fourth and La Salle 
streets and assaulted and robbed by a crowd 
of thugs. His pockets were emptied, he was 
beaten, and then thrown out in the alley, 
where he was found later by a citizen. 


Says Policeman Approved Attack. 


Charles Lewis, 862 South Paulina street, a 
peddiler, said that he was attacked by hood- 
lums on the Twelfth street viaduct on March 
21, his wagon upset, and its contents scat- 
tered over the pavement. A patrolman wear- 


ing star No. 1,368 witnessed the. affair, he } 


gaid, but made.no effort to interfere. When 
the peddler appealed to him for protection | 


and asked to have the men arrested the 
policeman is said to have remarked: 

‘* He deserved what he got, and I will not 
mix up in it.’’ 

H. Goldberg said that although he had not 
peddled in six yedrs scarcely a day passed 
but that he was insulted or attacked on the 
street. 

‘We are stoned by boys and assaulted by 
hoedlums wherever we go, and the police 
stand by and laugh,” he said. ‘“* We are 
called ‘ sheeney ’ and abused on every hand, 
but the authorities make no effort to protect 
us. The Jewish people are peaceable and 
law-abiding. The Italian and Greek peddlers 
are not attacked because the boys know that 
they carry knives and will fight back.” 

The speaker declared-that an aged Jew 
peddier who was selling brooms wes as- 
saulted by West Side High School boys re- 
cently in Washington boulevard, near Robey 
street. The old man, he said, was beaten 
over the head with school books and the 
brooms scattered over the sidewalk. 

Three Jewish peddlers had been killed in 
street assaults in three years, declared Gold- 
berg. The assaults, he said, averaged twelve 
a day. There were 25,000 Jews in Chicago, 
the speaker related, who were subjected to 
insult and indignity daily because of racial 
prejudice. 


Advise Protective League. 


A letter was read from John G. Shortall, 
President of the Humane society, which said: 

“The Legislature now in session should 
take proper action. Hoodlumism should be 
‘humanely whipped to death.’ Organize and 
protect yourselves and your wives and chil- 
dren. The officers of this society are now 
charged to interfere hereafter and arrest and 
prosecute in any such breach of the peace as 
that complained of to me.”’ 

Clarence Darrow also advised the peddlers 
to organize and demand their rights. 

“Jews have been persecuted for hundreds 
of years in all parts of the world,’’ he said, 
‘““and they have been persecuted and dis- 
criminated against here in Chicago ever 
since it became a city. You cannot get others 
to help you until you organize and help your- 
self. Do not beg for mercy in this matter, 
stand up and demand your rights as citi- 
zens.”’ 

“The persecution of the Jew peddlers is 
but one evidence of the failure to enforce law 
in Chicago at present,’’ said Jane Addams. 
“We have holdups, burglaries, assaults, 
gambling, and all kinds of vice.’ 


GRAND CROSSING PEOPLE 
SEE BASEMENTS FLOODED. 


Heavy Rains Fill Town Line Ditch and 
Choke Illinois Central Conduit—Resi- 
dents to Demand Completion of Sewer. 


Residents on the South Side are vowing 
vepgeance upon those responsible for the 
delay in the construction of the Thirty-ninth 
street intercepting sewer. An indignation 
meeting has been called for tomorrow night 
in Grand Crossing Hall, where all citizens 
who had their basements filled with water 
last night or were compelled to anchor their 
sidewalks to keep them -from floating off 
may air their grievances. Houses in the dis- 
trict bounded by Seventy-fifth and Eighty- 
seventh streets and Cottage Grove avenue 
and the Illinois Central tracks were affected. 

Rain poured down on the South Side last 
night as if a cloud had burst. The district 
was flooded. When the basements became 
threatened many men went to the town line 
ditch on Eighty-seventh street and attempt- 
ed to open up a passage for the water. The 
conduit under the Illinois Central tracks was 
not large enough to run off the water, how- 
ever, and the superfluous supply flooded the 
district. Sidewalks were set afloat, several

The hotel is the old Michael McDonald 
residence, and only Stewart's intimate knowl- 
edge of all the intricate corridors and stair- 
ways enabled him to elude his pursuers. 
After a hot chase through the chambers and 
hallways the cook, panting and desperate, 
leaped from a second story window to a low 
bullding adjoining Harrison street. He ran 
east in Harrison street closely pursued by 
the lodgers, the pursuing crowd being in- 
creased in number by a score of neighboring 
residents. At Laflin street Stewart was 
felled by a blow from a hatchet struck by 
one of three men who overtook him. 

The hunted man fought desperately for his 
life. He was beaten almost into memos stant 
by the men and boys. 

In the excitement a man darted inh the 
throng bent on obtaining a rope, but the 
crowd was frightened away by the appear- 
ance of the police. Thomas Johnson, a city 
employé, who lives at 327 Paulina street, 
called a patrol wagon and threatened to ar- 
rest all the disturbers. When he displayed 
his star of authority the crowd melted away. 

When the patrol wagon arrived Stewart 
was lying in the middle of the street uncon- 
scious. After his wounds had been dressed 
he told a story of persecution to Lieutenant 
O’Hara of the West Lake Street Police Sta- 
tion. The cook had spent the day at a house 
at 105 Ashland boulevard, which is managed 
by Mrs. Thomas Lake, a friend of the Con- 
nors. There he met Miss Grace Connor, and 
during a ten minutes conversation with the 
young woman the cook Its said to have stolen 
the kiss. 

The girl ran back to her mother’s hotel 
and told her story. The medical students, 
together with Mrs. Connor and her friends, 
held an indignation meeting, and, arming 
with pokers, broomsticks, and bric-a-brac, 
they ambushed themselves behind doors and 
awaited the coming of the cook. After an 
hour’s wait Stewart appeared in the door- 
way, where he paused only long enough to 


see his enemies and then darted up the 


stairway in his race for life.

POLICE CHECK A HAZING. 


EVANSTON’S FLY-PAPER VICTIM 
IS THREATENED WITH LAKE. 


Fifteen Students of Northwestern Uni- 
versity Academy Throw a Rope 
Around J. H. Sandmeyer and Tell 
Him They Are Going to Wash Away 
His Sins—Breaks Away from Captors. 
and Later Two Patrolmen Are De- 
tailed to Protect Him. : 


The Evanston police took a hand in an at- 
tempted hazing shortly after midnight this 
morning and dis a crowd of fifteen 
students of Northwestern University Acad- 
emy who were intent on dipping a fellow- 
student in the lake. 

The object of the students’ wrath, J. H. 
Sandmeyer, acobbler who is working his way 
through college, ran six blocks to the police 
station to ask for protection. He was quak- 
ing with fright, and for good reason, as he 
already had been given a taste of what his 
fellow-students could administer. Four 
months’ ago they plastered his head with 
sticky fly paper. Both the fly paper and rec- 
ollections of the affair staid with him for 
some time. 

Sandmeyer was about to retire in his room 
in the dormitory on the campus, when the 
students appeared this morning and threw a 
rope around him. He then was dragged out 
on the porch. . 
~** We'll teach you manners,’’ exclaimed one 
of his captors. ‘“ A dip in the lake may take 
some of the joking out of you.”’ 

Sandmeyer decided action must come then 
or never unless he cared to take a bath in 
the icy lake. Stepping forward until the rope 
became slack he threw the loop from off 
his body and bolted down the street as fast 
as he could run. The students started to 
follow, but Sandmeyer outdistanced them. 

Sandmeyer told his troubles at the police 
station, and two patrolmen were detailed 
to escort him home. The students were dis- 
persed, and their victim was tucked safely 
in bed.

The commission of experts appointed to 
devise ways for increasing the flow of water 
through the drainage canal without injuring 
the navigability of the Chicago River gave 
out lis complete report yesterday. Of the 
two plans offeréd one styled “ the radical” 
will cost nearly twice as much as one called 
“the moderate.” 

The radical plan involves the widening and 
deepening of the river from its mouth to 
the opening of the canal, with a lowering of 
the tunnels to thirty feet below the water 
lines. The cost of lowering the tunnels is 
not, however, included in the estimates. 

The moderate plan is to build a canal 
the lake to the river in Sixteenth street and 
deepen and widen the river from Seventeenth 
street to the canal. 

The radical plan contemplates a bottom 
width for the canal from Robey street to 
Summit of 220 feet, a width of 360 feet in the 


Chicago River from Twelfth to Robey street, 


with a depth of twenty-five feet; from 
Twelfth to Lake street a width. of 300 feet 
and depth of thirty feet, and between 
Lake street bridge and the lake a width of 
300 feet and depth of twenty-six feet. All 
oenter pliers are to be removed and docks to 
be of masonry on pilé foundations. It is 
figured this would gire a flow of 989,280 cubic 
feet a minute at average lake level, with & 
velocity from Lake street to Twelfth of 1.30 
miles an hour, and from Twelfth street to 
Robey of 1.25. 

The moderate plan involves the lowering of 
the tunnels to a depth of twenty-six feet, & 
canal from the lake to the river at Sixteenth 


feet in depth, and a widening and deepening 
of the river from Seventeenth to Robey 
street the same as in the radical plan. For 
the same flow of water the estimated cur- 
rent from Seventeenth to Robey street Is 
1.21 miles an hour. 


Summary of Work Done. 


As addenda to their report the experts f¥r- 
nish the following summdry, showing titeir 


conclusions and the manner in which they 
have been reached: ye ,

from a junction with the South Branch of 
the Chicago River at Robey street, to and 
through the Desplaines Valley to the con- 
trolling works near Lockport, a distance of 
28.03 miles.

160 feet on bottom and nearly vertical sides; 
and a depth of twenty-four feet, more or less, 
as the channel may be fed. The reach in 
earth from Robey street to Summit, 7.76 
miles, has a bottom width of 110 feet with 
side slopes of 2 to 1, and is intended for en- 
largement. All bridges are swing or bascule, 
ws be put in operation in 1907.

‘CUBAN. RADICALS DROP FIGHT.

Karpovich Sentence Will Cause Trouble. 

LONDON, March 25.—The S&S. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Telegraph says that

hard labor for life. He will be imprisoned in 
the fortress at Schiiszelburg.

MADE NEXT WEEK. 


Commissioner for the Southern Prison 
and a Member of the Live Stock Com- 
mission Likely to Be Nominated — 
Chief Executive Trying to Satisfy 
Conflicting Interests — Bidwill’s Ap- 
pointment to State Railroad Board 

‘Regarded as a Certainty. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
Springfield, Ill., March 24. 

Governor Yates went over to Jacksonville 
this morning and will return to Springfield 
tomorrow night. He probably will send a 
number of appointments to the Senate next 
week. Among them will be a member of the 
Live Stock Commission and a commissioner 
for the Southern Prison. He said here Mr. 
Lorimer will have much to say as to the 
successor of Mr. Shaughnessy, one of the 
commissioners of the Joliet prison. : 

Mr. Bidwill’s appointment to the State Rail- 
road board is regarded here as a certainty. 
Mr. McKinney returned to his home a few 
days ago. His friends said with much show 
of assurance he had been turned down in his 
aspirations for the railroad commission. Mr. 
Bidwill will, it is said, be reappointed. Mr. 
Lindley will serve until July, when Mr. Ne- 
ville will be appointed to the vacancy thus 
made. 

Some of Governor Yates’ closest adherents 
express thé wish Mr. Neville would content 
himself with the position of attorney for 
the Railroad board, which he now holds. 
This would leave a membership of the com- 
mission for Mr. McKinney. Mr. Neville's 
friends say the idea of a shift would be more 
than pleasing to Mr. Neville were it not for 
the fact that the public has for the last four 
months been given to understand he would 
be a member of the Rallroad board and not | 
its attorney. If he aecepted the attorney- 
ship at this time it might, according to his 
friends, be accepted by the public that he 
had been subordinated. 

The members of Governor Yates’ cabinet 
are sensitive to their actions and rewards. 
Mr. French and Mr. Neville, Mr. Russell and 
Mr. Rowe have been .cared for, and, even if 
the appointments are temporary, they will 
enter into the fruition of their labors and 
rewards later on in the game. Mr. Neville 
will not yield a point. So Mr. McKinney can 
be remembered according to his capabilities. 
Mr. Rowe probably will serve in the position 
he now holds, that of secretary, for the ensu- 
ing four years. 

William Yates will, it is said, be made sec- 
retary of the Railroad and Warehouse board 
at no distant day. Clarence E. Snively wil) 
be reappointed to the Canal commission, 
with W. D. Washburn of Chicago as its at- 
torney. The appointment of General J. W. 
Vance of Springfield as Adjutant General is 
expected in the near future, so some of Gov- 
ernor Yates friends intimate rather strongly. 


Many Expect Extra Session. 


Prophecies are being made that the pres- 
ent session will end without either a Congres- 
sional or a Senatorial apportionment. In 
that event, it is reasonably certain the Legis- 
lature will be called back in special session 
by Governor Yates for the express purpose 
of passing apportionment bills. Speaker 
Sherman and the Republican House leaders 
remain confident that the bills will be passed. 
in some form at the present session. 

If the apportionment bills can be got out of 
the way within two weeks it appears prob- 
able the date of final adjournment will be 
on May 9%. The appropriation bilis in both 
Houses have been pushed forward to such 
an eftent that all will soon be out of the 
committees, except the omnibus appropria- 
tion bill, which provides for the expenses of 
the various departments of the State gov- 
ernment for the next two years. This meas- 
ure is usually reserved for the last weeks 
of the session. Nearly all appropriation 
bills will be reported out of the House Ap- 
propriations committee during the coming 
week. 

Sherman Would Aid Hanecy. 

Speaker Sherman said he had not been 
advised as to what has been accomplished 
in Chicago by the apportionment arbitrators, 
if anything. He was asked if he anticipated 
any request from that quarter for a delay 
until after the municipal election next week, 
and he answered that he had heard no such 
intimation, ”*but if a Jelay is asked on that 
ground the time is so short he would not fee) 
justified in denying it.

CARS BURIED IN A SNOWBANK. 


Train Carrying President Burt of the 
Union Pacific Blocked by Drifts 
Near Ogallala, Neb. 


Omaha, Neb., March 24.—[{Special.]—Hor- 
ace G. Burt, President of the Union Pacific 
railway, and other Union Pacific officials, 
are in a train stalled in a snow bank near 
Ogallala. A blizzard is raging there and it 
extends to Cheyenne. The snow is ten feet 
deep in places. 

All trains have been laid up since 2 o’clock 


_this morning. There are three at Julesburg, 
Colo., 


and four west-bound trains are at 
Ogallala. The passengers are receiving every 
attention, 

The storm at 8 o'clock this morning was 
so violent that the trainmen could not see 
fifty feet away and the mercury was down 
nearly to zero. The storm was still raging 
tonight, and the snow was drifting so fast 
that the plows could do nothing but stand on 
the sidings and wait till the fury of the storm 
should subside. 


Storm Moving Toward East. 

Telegrams from many points im western 
Nebraska late tonight say that the blizzard 
extends from the northerp to the southern 
border and down through central Wyoming 
into Colorado. The Weather bureau predicts 
that it will reach Omaha tomorrow. All 
trains on the Billings branch of the Bur- 
ington are tied up. In southwestern Ne- 
braska the storm has continued for twen- 
ty-four hours and shows slight signe of 
abating. 


Cuts Filled with Snow. 


Denver, Colo., March 24.—A storm has pre- 
vailed all over the State of Colorado today, 
in some places reaching the proportions of a 
blizzard. Snow has fallen to a depth of from 
three to ten inches. 

Regular trains on the Colorado and South- 
ern between here and Leadville have been 
abandoned, as the cuts are filled with snow. 
On the western slope the fall of snow has 
beem heaviest. In some places it is ten inches 
on the level and much deeper on the moun- 
tains. 

Reports come from Lamar, Colo., that the 
storm is driving the cattle along with it 
and undoubtedly many will die from ex- 
posure. Reports from the vicinity of Casper, 
Wyo., show similar weather conditions 
there. 


Seney Train Reaches Station. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 24.—[{Special. ]— 
It is reported from Seney tonight that the 
passenger train buried in the snow three 
miles from there on the Manistique managed 
to work itself through at daylight yester- 
day morning and reached the station with 
the passengers in an exhausted state for 
want of rest and food. They managed to 
exist on provisions brought to them by train- 
men on sleds. The storm ceased the night

Kansas Governor Has Hatchet Wielder 
Removed from Soldiers’ Home for 
Denouncing Him. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 24.~-Mres. Carrie 
Nation arrived here from Leavenworth this 
evening and left immediately for St. Louis 
en route for Cincinnati, where she is booked 
to deliver half a dozen lectures. It was be- 
lieved she would make an attempt at joint 
smashing at Leavenworth, but two police- 
men remained with her all the time she was 
in that city. She wanted to make a speech 
in the opera-house, but it was locked against 
her. She then attempted to vpeak on the 
public square, but officers stopped her. Later 
she addressed 500 persons on a vacant lot. 
She visited the National Soldiers’ Home at 
Fort Leavenworth and began abusing Gov- 
ernor Rowland for allowing a canteen on the 
grounds. The Governor called a Captain of 
police and had her escorted off the grounds 
and placed on a car for the city. Along the 
route from Leavenworth to Kansas City she 
made rear platform speeches at every stop.

CHARLES CHAPMAN, COLORED. 


They Quarrel on North Shoré Trolley 
While Near Highland Park—Negro 
Badly Hurt, Assailant Escapes — 
Frederick Edler, 229 Halsted Street, 
Fires Inte Crowd of Boys, Hitting 
One, Then Holds Crowd at Bay—Boy

Chapman was taken 
to his house. in Glencoe, where a physician 
said he was badly wounded. . 


Shoots Into Crowd of Boys. 

Surrounded by a crowd of angry youths, 
one of whose companions he had shot, Fred- 
erick Edler, 72 years old, living at 229 North 
Halsted street, stood yesterday afternoon, 
and held the crowd back at the point of a 
revolver until the arrival of the police. Five 
minutes before, he had shot and severely 
wounded Florence Coggalo, an Italian youth, 
16 years old. 
-Edler-is a machinist. In the rear of his 
premises is a large lot, in which a number 
of youths, among them Coggalo, were play- 
ing marbles. The noise annoyed the old 
man, and he requested that they leave. In- 
stead of complying, it is said, the boys jeered 
at Edler, who, becoming incensed, drew a 
revolver and fired.

Coggalo was taken to his home. The doc- 
tor was unable to say whether the wound was 
serious, 


Shoots at Mother, Sister, Brother. 

Because his mother refused to allow him to 
remain at home; 229 Washburne avenue, un- 
less he found work, Peter Thompson, 17 
years old, threatened to kill the entire fami- 
ly. Peter was formerly employed by the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company.

LORIN BLODGETT of Philadelphia died yes- 
terday, aged 79.

A long freight train 
was coming east at 6:30 a. m. Ili was com- 
posed of a string of coal cars and cighteen 
tank cars. High above the village the tracks 
of the railroad run along the side of a moun- 
tain. They descend as they approach the 
village. 

A few miles west of the village, while com- 
ing down the incline around’ the mountain, 
the train parted. The engineer pulled open 
the throttle of the engine and tried to race 
away from the other section, which was in- 
creasing its speed every second. He man- 
aged to keep clear of the racing cars until he 
got opposite the depot at Glen Gardner, 
when the second sectidn crashed into the 
first. 
section was hurled sideways across the 
tracks, and the tank cars behind it were 
spilied on top of it. 

The first crash caused the ofl tn one of the 
tank cars to explode and the heat caused 
the other cars to explode, one after the other, 
The incline running from the depot down to 
the main street acted as a sluice for the burn- 
ing oll, and it poured into the chief thorough- 
fare of the village. setting fire to everything 
it touched. Houses, fences, trees, shrubbery, 
and barns were reduced to ashes in a short 
time. 

Villagers, awakened by the explosions, 
rushed from the oncoming fiood of blazing 
oil; carrying children in their arms. Some 
risked their lives to free horses, cows, and 
dogs in outbuildings, but other unfortunate 
enimais could noi be reached in time and 
were burned. Within five minutes after the 
first explosion the flowing river of oil had 
reached the Masonic Temple, in the heart of 
the village, and ten minutes later that struc- 
ture was enveloped in fame. Building after 
building took fire as the oil reached: them, 
and within half an hour an area 500 feet 
square was a mass of fames. The oil also 
flowed down the incline of the rallroad track, 
making a long line of fire that destroyed the 
ties and bent and twisted the tracks. The 
loss is estimated at from $60,000 to $75,000.

Members of Special Legislative Commit- 
tee Investigate Employment 
Offices and Methods. 


The investigation of private employment 
agencies is the purpose of a special legis- 
lative committee, of which Morton G. Smith 
is chairman. The committee has offices in 
the Teutonic Building in this city. The 
other members are Robert E. Pendarvis of 
Mont Clare, F. P. Crangle of Kankakee, and 
Representative Walker. The three State 
agencies maintained in Chicago will come in 
for an inspection later on. The principal 
work before the committee for the present 
is the abuses, bad treatment, and complaints 
of the people who have not known of the 
State aid that is possible ror the asking. 

‘“‘We held a short session at the Palmer 
House on Saturday to organize and hear 


complaints,’ said Robert E, Pendarvis yes- 


terday. ‘“‘ We will meet at the same place 
next Friday to continue the work. Out of 
200 private employment offices in Chicago 
only ohe has paid the $200 annual license 
and the remainder have entered into a con- 


‘test that is before the State Supreme Court 


for a decision. 

“The greatest part of the evidence so far 
submitted to us is the testimony of persons 
who allege that they have been swindled by 
‘advertisements purporting to desire all kinds 
of help. When the applicant called he was 
told to make and fill out a blank showing the 


stances he was expected to pay an initial fee 
of from $1 to $2, good from thirty to sixty 
days, as the office might require, | 
‘*Good men have been kept running every 
day to such so-called employment offices, and 
when the time of their deposits has rum out 
they have been asked to make others if they 
wanted to keep ‘ on the desirable’ list. 

“Our committee is looking for a possible 
remedy for this evil of private employment

WHILE HANECY RESTS. 


Committeeman Presents Candidate 
with Song Entitled “The Hat He 
Never Ate”—Democratic Executive 
Confines Efforts to Defense of Ad- 
ministration, and Urge That the Re- 
publicans Are Waging Vilification 
Campaign. |

Mayor Harrison, after attending the lay- 
ing of a corner-stone of a mew church, 
visited the Southwest Side yesterday aft- 
ernoon. At one place he was greeted by a 
band of three pieces, a base drum and two 
horns, which played “I Don’t Know Why I 
Love You.” At another a Democratic com- 
mitteeman distributed a song entitled ‘‘ The 
Hat He Never Ate,”” composed for campaign 
purposes by Dr. Howard 8. Taylor. 

Starting at 197 West Fourteenth street, the 
Democratic candidate addressed a crowd 
which had assembled to lay the corner- 
stone of a new church for the Congrega- 
tion Tiferes Yisroes Anshe Luknik. His 
next stop was at Schwerdt's Hall, Jefferson 
and Foyrteenth streets, where he spoke to 
800 members of the Ninth Ward Demo- 
cratic Jewish club. His third meeting was 
held im the Second Regiment Armory, where 
he was greeted by 1,500 residents of the 
West Side. He also visited 91 Oregon street 
and 590 West Thirteenth street, closing his 
daylight tour at Twelfth and Union streets.

‘They charge that our streets are dirty 
and that they endanger the public health of 
our city. They forget that our city is the 
healthiest large city in the world. They make 
those wild statements and they are tele- 
graphed all over the country and hurt our 
business interests. 

‘*T admit that our streets aredirty. When 
I first became a candidate for Mayor four 
years ago I was foolish enough to think I 
could clean the streets and keep them clean. 
I confess that I took too pig a@ contract on 
my hands.,’’ | 

‘The streets cannot be kept clean withou 
the expenditure of more money than we 
have,” continuedthe Mayor. Chicago does 
not get the revenue it ought to have, owing 
to the inadequate assessments. Every dol- 
lar we have had under our control has been 
spent to the best purposes and in an eco- 
nomical manner. 


Says Vice Will Continue. 

“It is charged that we have vice in our 
city. The charge is true. But if you will 
turn back the pages of the history of the 
world you will find that vice has existed 
since the first of our race was born into the 
world. The Bible contains many pages of 
accounts of vice in that time. Vice always 
will exist. 

‘My friends, every department of my ad- 
ministration has had the services of the best 
men I could select for those places. They 
usually have been men of the’kind that made 
Chicago what it is today. Here and now I 
make the open pledge that during the re- 
mainder of my services as your Chief Ex- 
ecutive the scanty revenues of the city shall 
be guarded with jealous care.”

Several Chicago Ministers 
. Urge Necessity of Re- 
forming the City. 


DENY ANY PARTISAN VIEW 


Denounce Present Conditions 
and Ask All to Vote for 
Best Men. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE TALKS. 


Civic reform was urged from many Chicago 
pulpits yesterday. The necessity of improv- 
ing on present conditions, irrespective of 
party politics, was the keynote of most of 
the sermons. Pastors disclaimed the inten- 
tion of supporting or opposing any individual 
candidates, but denounced in severest terms 
corruption and inefficiency. 

‘‘ A protest on April 2 that shall be remem- 
ber by pothouse politicians for years to 
come,"’ was advocated by Dr. Henry Irving 
Rasmus. 

*“ Civie honesty, commercial integrity, and 
religious philanthropy " was the motto of the 
Rev. D. F. Fox. . 

Dr. Frank Crane said: “ We are all proud 
of our wonderful city, but have been forced to 
be ashamed in recent years when we have 
elected to office what is perhaps the most 
unspeakable administration a great city 
ever had.” 


Chicago Queenliest Metropolis. 


At the South Park Methodist Episcopal 
Church Dr. Rasmus took for his subject “A 
Citizen of No Mean Country.’’ 

“It is a proud distinction to be a citizen 
of Chicago, the queenliest metropolis of the 
** Tt is per- 
haps the most cosmopolitan city in the union. 
Greater than Rome in its classic glory, Cai- 
cago has gathered within its boundaries 
many of the noblest representatives of the 
mighty nationalities of this earth. Today 
the city has in its midst a bloodless warfare 
waging, which, to many minds, means in its 
outcome the betterment or harsher enslave- 
ment to political corruption. I am here not 
to complain of individuals in office, neither 
am I here to laud individuals out of office, 
but I am here to utter a plea—vote for de- 
cency. If half that is said of the political 
corruptian in this city be true—yes, if one- 
third of what we hear and which goes un- 
challenged is a fact, then the plain duty of 
every self-respecting man {fs to utter on April 
2 such an emphatic protest that it shall be 
remembered by pothouse politicians and po- 
litical grubbers for many a year to come. 

“I have not, therefore, to argue the ehar- 
acter of man, forthatissettled. Butitis the 
fact of conditions. Could they be worse? is 
the question to be decided by public opinion. 

“Would you dare tell a million and a half 
American citizens that this city cannot be 
run honestly? Then you cast a slander at 
every voter. Make it a matter, therefore, 
not of politics but of principle when you vote. 
Do so with this splendid thought in mind: 
‘I am a citizen of no mean city. Its highest 
interests are mine, for these will I vote.’ So 
shall we see our loved city made better and 
law and order and decency exalted above 
lawlessness, crime, and political depravity.” 


Respectable Citizens to Blame. 


* We are all proud of our wonderful city, 
but we have all been forced to be ashamed 
of that city in recent years, when we have 
elected to office what is perhaps the most un- 
speakable administration a great city ever 
had,’’ said Dr. Frank Crane in the Hyde Park 
Methodist Church. ‘“‘ The greatest danger to 
Chicago,’’ he continued, ‘is in its respecta- 
ble citizens, in its church-going population, 
for these persons have the power and the 
opportunity to rescue Chicago from the fear- 
ful condition In which it now is, and many 
of them are neglecting this great matter 
because they say they are too busy. 

“T say it is the duty and it should be es- 
teemed the privilege, not only of every 
Christian, but of every man who loves his 
fellow-men, to take his place at the polls 
and do what he can, through his party, to 
remedy the present condition of affairs. 
What Christian minister has ever found a 
favorable word to say ofa city administra- 
tion which openly scoffs at every effort of 
moral reform, which protects criminals by 
those police who are sworn to punish them, 
which connives at vice, and which goes be- 
fore the people boldly with all the abomina- 
ble evils implied in the words, ‘a wide-open 
city.” 


Need Righteous Men in Office. 
‘‘*A Hero Prophet and His Modefn Mes- 


‘sage’ was the subject of Bishop Fallows’ 


evening sermon in St. Paul's Reformed Epis- 
copal Church. He said in opening: 

‘*The prophets of the Old Testament were 
preachers of civic righteousness, If they 
were to utter corresponding teachings and 
warnings in modern pulpits they would be 
accused by those whose consciences they 
were troubling as political ministers. They 
were fearless in denouncing the duplicity and 
trickery of demagogues. They believed that 
a ‘ gift.’—that is, a bribe, as the great Hebrew 
legislator had taught—‘ blindeth the wise.’ 
Tehhey made no fine discriminations between 
gross bribery, ‘the open and direct bids of 
money,’ and the indirect assurances of reward 
if a certain scheme in politics were to be suc- 
cessful. 

‘The rights of the people were sacred and 
God-given in their eyes. They léveled their 
thunderbolts against the men in power who 
would wrong the citizen or permit him to be 
wronged either in his property or person. 

‘*‘One of the grandest of these preachers 
was the hero prophet Elijah, and one of the 
weakest of men who ever sat ona throne was 
Ahab.”’ 

Then, after going into the history of Ahab 
and Jezebel, Bishop Fallows added: 

‘It is the message to our civic rulers today. 
The male Jezebels must be renounced. Those 
who take the oath of office must be the un- 
purchasable servants of the least and lowest 
of the people. They must never whimper * | 
can’t’ when wholesome laws ought to be‘ 
enforced, but the ringing ‘1 can and I will,’ 
whether they gain or lose the'next election.” 


Shirking the Responsibility. 

The Rev. D. F. Fox spoke in Oatifornia 
Avenue Congregational Church on the habit 
of trying to escape responsibility by laying 
the blame on circumstances. He said in 

art: 

me Having, im a half century, builded our 
great city, we now seem tosay, ‘ Under pres- 
ent circumstances we cannot hope for bet- 
ter civic things.’ We sow to the wind and 
reap the whirlwind. We break ail the 
known laws of honesty, knowledge, and vir- 
tue, and when ignorance, crime, misery, 
and remorse follow we lay the responsibility 
on ‘ conditions peculiar to a large city.’ : 

“ This delusion is working havoc. It makes 
circumstances irresistible. It works 
toward paralysis. Carried to its logical end 
it means the ruin of the individual, the over- 
throw and wreck of our civic institutions. 

‘‘ It is responsibility that clothes the soul 
with mamhood. Let Chicago say ‘I will’ 
break every fetter. Let the individual say 
‘I must rise superior to these untoward 
circumstances.’ So let us go forward in our 
mission of civic honesty, commercial in- 
tegrity, and religious philanthropy.” 


Non-Partisan Government Urged. 

The Rev. H. Francis Perry preached in 
Englewood Baptist Church in the evening on 
the needs of the city, disclaiming, however, 
any attempt to bring partisan politics into 
the pulpit or to suggest to his hearers how 
to vote. He said: 

“We need to exchange the lesser for the 
greater light. We are under an obligation 
to live up to the light which we have in 
society, in economics, in civil life, in religion. 
We are living far below our light in the con- 
duct of municipal affairs. The City of Chi- 
cago will never be purified under any sys- 
tem of spoils with any political party or ma- 


chine at the head of affairs.’

Start East—Praise the Dead 
Merchant. 


Erskine M. Phelps decided to go to Thomp- 
son, Conn., to attend Mr. Doane’s funeral 
five minutes after he received a telegram 
notifying him of the time and place. 

‘Mr. Doane was the foremost merchant 
of Chicago,”’ said Mr. Phelps. “ He did more 
to build up the commerce of this city than 
any other man. He had a heart as large as 
the world, but not large enough to hold the 
memory of an injury. He was one of the 
mighty giants, like Joseph Medill and Martin 
Ryerson, who made Chicago commercially 
what it is today. If it had not been for men 
of this type we would not have had Fort 
Sheridan today. | 

**I remember distinctly the meeting of the 
Commercial club when Joseph Medill made 
the first speech, seconded at once by Mr.

Mr. Doane’s 
coffee and tea business was carried on by 
him on a gigantic scale. Last year he did 
the largest coffee business inthe world. The 
year’s trade amounted to $15,000,000.”’

JOINS SPOUSE IN LEPER CAMP. 


Hawaiian Girl Pretends to Be Stricken 
with the Disease in Order to 
‘See Husband. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 24.—[Special.]— 
From Honolulu comes a story of a wife's de- 
votion which led her to simulate leprosy in 
order that she might be sent to exile on 
Molokai Island with her leprous husband. 

The girl was a beautiful native, Luhia, the 
daughter of a chief, and her intimate girl 
friend was married to Prince Cupid, who 
inherited a fortune from his aunt, the late 
Dowager Queen Kapiotani. Luhia married 
Lui Hulapa, a young native, who two years 
after their marriage developed signs of 
leprosy. Secretly he made all the prepara- 
tions to go to Molokai Island and left a le:- 
ter for his wife bidding her an eternal fare- 
well. 

The young woman was inconsolable, and 
after trying vainly to be allowed to go to 
Molokai she enlisted the service of a native 
doctor, who gave her a preparation that, 
when rubbed on the skin for several weeks, 
made it silvery white, as though she were. 
in the last stages of leprosy. Then she ap- 
plied to the Health board to be sent to 
Molokai. The doctors suspected her, as her 
face showed no traces of the disease, and 
when pressed she admitted her deceit. 

The doctors were so much impressed with 
the wife’s devotion they set aside the rule 
and permitted her to join her husband, and 
she joyfully took the steamer for Molokai, 
from which island prison she never can 


return.
